RADIO BOARD AWARDS

Washington, April 21.—(United 
News).—Service rendered to the pub-

JAPANESE BA 
SUSPEND 2 DAYS 


Tokio, April 21.—United News).— 
Bank crashes in rariou: paris of 
Japan, followed by heavy demands 
on the Bank of Japan have forced the 
new Tanaka cabinet to prepare for 
a special diet session to consider the 
financial emergency. 

Following failure of the fifteenth 
bank of Tokio, with a capital of 100,- 
000,000 yen (approximately $50,000.- 
000), suspension of three banks in 
Kyu-shu and runs on various other 
such financial institutions, the privy 
council has decided to consider the 
Situation at a meeting Friday. Pos- 
sible need of an imperial _ rescript 
proclaiming a moratorium will be dis- 
at that time. All the banks 
Tokio will close their doors both 
Friday and Saterday. The special 
diet session will consider a plan to 
obtain sanction of a bill guaranteeing 
emergency advances by the Bank of 
| Japan. which at the present time is 
bearing the brunt of the financial 
attack. Seveu tons of Bank of Japan 
notes were rushed to Osaka, Wednes- 
day, to meet runs on banks in that 
district. It is unde:ctood that ad- 
vances by the Bank of Japan at noon 
Thursday amounted to 100000,000 
yen (approximately $50,000,000). 


_The suspension in Japanese finan- 
cial circles followed the fall of the 
Wak: tsuki ministry after the privy 
cc. neil refused to approve a bill to 
permit financial backing by the Bank 
of Japan for the Bank of Formosa. 
which was forced to close down tem- 
porarily several days ago. 

The Bank of Formosa was heavily 
invelved with loans to the Suzuki Co. 
one of the three leading export and 
import houses in the ergpire. As a 
semi-official. imperial chartered \ank. 
the Bank of Formosa was looked upon 
aS an Institution whose failure would 
seriously endanger the financial pres- 
tige of the country. When the privy 
council refused to approve government 
nid for that institution it was declared 
by Japanese observers that such aid 
must be forthcoming later, if not im- 
mediately.

JUDGE PROMISES LONG SESSION TODAY 


In Trial for Murder

New York, April 21.—(United 
News.)—A jury committed to a dou- 
ble death penalty if the evidence war- 
rants seems certain to be ready by 
Monday for opening statements in the 
Snyder-Gray murder trial. 


The diminished store of peremptory 
challenges left to the defense and the 
determination of Justice Townsend 
Scudder to sift talesmen all night Fri- 
day, if necessary, has unexpectedly 
quickened the pace of jury selection. 

Three jurors were obtained Thurs- 
day, the fourth day of the trial of 
Mrs. Ruth Brown Snyder and Henry 
Judd Gray for the murder of Albert 
Snyder, her husband, art editor of 
Motor Boating. This brought the to- 
tal of jurors accepted to seven. 

Two hundred and forty-four tales- 
men had passed through the box, 83 
during this day. 

Justice Scudder ad journed court re- 
luctantly at 6:20 o'clock. The last 
of the original panel of 260 talesmen 
had been exhausted. 

A new panel of 100 will report Fri- 
day morning. 

“The jury must be selected tomor- 
row,’ ’ Justice Scudder warned grimly. 
“if we have to sit into the next day.” 

Mrs. Snyder has taken cognizance 
of the unimpressiveness of her co- 
defendant and confessed partner in 
beating her .husband over the bead 
With a window weight. Through her 
attorneys she told the press that 
“Judd” had cut a much better figure 
in his time.

New York, April 21.—Both the 
bond and the stock market responded 
to the reduction in the Bank of 
England rediscount rate from 5 to 
4 1-2 per cent. Good bonds including 
United States government issues and 
good stocks sold higher on good buy- 
ing in anticipation of. easier, money 
here in this country. 

Heretofore since England returned 
to a gold basis, the Bank of England 
has made changes in its rediscount 
rate independent of actual money mar- 
ket conditions for - the purpose of 
stabilizing sterling. In the best bank- 
ing circles in this country the, feel 
ing is that our federal reserve bank 
here in New York has acted with 
the Bank of England in changing the 
rediscount rate. The change = Aan- 
nounced today by the Bank of Eng 
land’ is believed to be in response to 
actual money market conditions. ‘This 
is the time of year when there Is 
seasonal strength in sterling and In 
the best bauking circles here the low- 
ering of the Bank of England rate 
at this time is understood to mean 
that England is no longer w rried 
over the possibilities of losing gold 

Banks here, in. Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Chiergo, St. Louis and in other 
large centers have loaned money to 
London ta take advantage of the high- 
er money rates there. If this money 
loaned to London comes home be- 
cause of lower money rates in Lon- 
don our own money market is going 
to get easier. 

No Change Here. 

Our best bankers. here expect no 
market change in money rates in this 
market for the next 30 days. How 
eyer, lower money rates are expected 
from the middle of May until well 
along in the summer when there will

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NEWS OF FROST 
CARRIES WnEAT UP 


Chicago, April 21.—M)—Wide- 
spread freezing weather with reports 
Loth of erop damage southwest and 
of increased delay to seeding north- 
west, carried wheat sharply higher 
today. The volume of future deliv- 


ery trading was the largest witnessed 
in many weeks and North American 
export sales totalled more than l1,- 
000.000 bushels. 

Wheat closed strong, 1 1-2 to 2 1-4c 
net higher, corn 1-4 to 35-Se off to 
1-2 to &S up, oats 3-8 to 1-2c. Ad- 
vanee and provisions varying from 
22c¢ decline to a rise of 5e. 

Predictions of low 
night gave further impetus to wheat 
buying, despite assertions from lead- 
ing experts here that the crop in 
general is not sufficiently advanced 
to be seriously injured, and that 
where top growth has been rank the 
colder weather wili be of positive 
advantage. 

One estimate said 3,000,000 acres 
in the best part of Kansas had been 
affected by the freeze. Meanwhile, 
messages at hand told of likelihood 
that it will be May = even with favor- 
able weather before seed can become 
general in Canada, and Minneapolis 
had reports of probable curtailment 
of acreage in the Red River valley. 
Announcement that wheat is being 
shipped out of Chieago tended also 
to encourage buyers. and it was 
pointed out that today’s prices for 
May wheat at Liverpool were the 
highest in months. 

Selling out of corn against buying 
of wheat to close spreads had a bear- 
effect on the corn market. Cash 
demand for corn failed to improve. 
Cuts were responsiv to unfavorable 
weather and to some export business 
at higher prices.
